Gov. Griffin decreed Monday 
that the Georgia National Guard 
could not obey any federal orders 
until the governor certifies in 
writing that such order is con- 
stitutional. 

The executive order apparently 
was issued to prevent the guard 
from being federalized in situa- 
tions similar to last fall’s Little 
Rock school integration trouble. 

At the same time the governor 
issued a statement defending his 
pro-segregation speeches in Little 
Rock a few days before riots 
broke out there. 


STRIFE AND DISCORD 

“I have been criticized in pro- 
integrationist newspapers and oth- 
er media and have been accused 
of fomenting strife and discord,” 
Griffin declared. 

“The fact that (Federal Dis- 
trict Judge Harry J.) Lemley 
deemed it advisable to grant a 
two and one-half year grace pe- 
riod before the Little Rock 


(He referred to the court's re- 
fusal to by-pass federal district 
court to hear an NAACP object- 
ion to Lemley’s ruling.) 

Griffin’s order to the National 
Guard was issued from the gov- 
ernor’s office, but he wag not 
available for comment on his 
action. 

A prepared statement merely 
stated that “the governor issued 
this order to prevent any illegal 
or unconstitutional control over 
State affairs on the part of the 
federal government or any branch 
of the federal government.” 

The Arkansas National Guard 
was nationalized last fall after 
Arkansas Gov. Faubus had used 
it to maintain segregation at Lit- 
tle Rock High School. Federal 
troops subsequently were used to 
assure integration of the school.

U.S., Soviets 
See Success 
For Geneva 


GENEVA (AP)—Russian and 
American scientific officials got 
together amiably Monday and pre- 
dicted success for East-West nu- 
clear talks opening here Tuesday. 

The statement cleared away 
any lingering suggestion that So- 
viet delegates might not show up 
for the conference on ways of 
detecting nuclear weapons testing. 

Prof. Yevgeni K. Federov, head 
of the Soviet delegation, met for 
two hours with Dr. James B. Fisk, 
U.S. delegation leader. ' They 
agreed the conference will deal 
solely with means of detecting any 
cheating that might be tried under 
a ban. 

Last week the Russians threat- 
ened to boycott the meeting unless 
the United \States agreed before 
hand to make a commitment to- 
ward a nuclear test ban. The 
United States replied that it would 
go on. -with the conference as 
scheduled in accordance with an 
exchange of notes between Presi- 
dent Eisenhower and Premier 
Khrushchev. 

After meeting with Fisk, Fed- 
erov told reporters: 

“The Soviet delegation feels the 
work which will start soon is very 
important and that it will be pos- 
sible to find a common language 
with our colleagues of the United 
States and other nations.”

MOSCOW—The U.S. ambassa- 
dor handed to the Soviet Foreign 
Ministry Monday a note asking 
for the prompt release of the 9 
crew members of an Air Force 
plane forced down in Soviet terri- 
tory.

stitutionality of the liquor ware- 
house tax. 

The governor told reporters the 
law gives the chief executive 
broad powers to look into gov- 
ernmental wrong-doing. He said 
he wants to get to the bottom of 
reported irregularities involving 
his administration. 

He said he would use “all the 
resources at the governor’s dis- 
posal” in the inquiry.

Year-end reports of state revenue col- 
lections by Commissioner Williams are 
encouraging.

Britain's Cyprus Plan 
Is Sensible Compromise 


Britain’s compromise plan on Cyprus, 
proposing a partnership between Britain, 
Cyprus, Greece and Turkey for seven 
years, is a carefully thought-out compro- 
mise which could bring to an end, at 

_least temporarily, the long stalemate on 
this small but strategic island bastion. 

The proposal amounts to internation- 
alizing the island for seven years.

Supreme Court Ruling 
Proper on Little Rock 


The United States Supreme Court. sit- 
ting yesterday in the last day of the 
spring session, refused to act ahead of the 
St. Louis District Court in the Little Rock 
school case. A delay of 21% years had 
been granted the school board in that 
city in desegregating schools. 

This Supreme Court décision was 
proper. To have acted otherwise would 
have meant going outside the established 
order of court custom. It would have been, 
too, an inference of haste and a by-pa 
of the district court to whieh appeal had 
been marie. 

The Supreme Court did call the. dis- 
trict court’s attention.to the need for de- 
cision Well ahead of the September term 
of school. If the district court should up- 
hold the Little Rock court there can-then 
be direct appeal to the Supreme Court 
If -it reverses it, then no appeal will be 
needed. 


It ,would be most unwise if this 
decision of Monday should be taken as in 
any way indicating a retreat by the na- 
tion’s top court. It was not. Here in the 


South the great majority prefers to hear 
something other than the truth. The 
truth is that while from the beginning 
the court emphasized “deliberate speed” 
the states eventually will be faced with 
closing their public schools or making a 
start at carrying out the court’s orders. 

Sooner or later this climax must be 
faced. For leaders to deceive the people 
for their own political gain is not a pub- 
lic service. This is not at all a discussion 
of being “for” or “against” the court de- 
cision. That is not relevant to the facts. 

As the conservative Wall Strect Jour- 
nal said recently: 


“This: (decision) demands patience from 
those in a hurry and forebearance from 
those reluctant to see any change. The ex- 
tremists have neither quality. The NAACP 
is already attacking the breathing spell: 
white extremists in Arkansas are already 
proclaiming it as a victory for unyielding 
segregation. 

“If these two are to be the dominant 
voices in Little Rock, or in the South, then 
a year from now, two years from now, all 
will be as intolerable as before and the 
tragedy will repeut itself endlessly.

Atlantan Urges State Officials To Stop 


Unbusinesslike Handling 


Atlanta—The Christian Science 
Monitor last week ran a story 
that should interest every taxpay- 
ing Georgian who is concerned 
about how his money {fs handled 
by the state. 

According to the Monitor, last 
vear the state treasurer of ‘Colo- 
rado informed banks in which 
<o-called “‘idle’’ state funds are 
ceposited that they must pay in- 
terest that ‘bears reasonable re- 
lationship to the pricé of: money” 
or else the state of Colorado 
would invest its inactive funds 
in short-term government _ se- 
curities. 

This year the bankers and the 
state agreed upon a permanent 
plan. It works as follows: 

Each March 1 the state will set 
an interest rate for which it will 
lean inactive state funds. This 
rate must be within one-quarter 
of 1 per cent of the average in- 
terest rate paid by the federal 
government on 91-day bills for the 
preceding five years. 

This procedure should save the 
taxpayers of Colorado more than 
$100,000 annually.

WASHINGTON—The prevailing judgment that 
the House of Representatives will cringe in front 
of the Kennedy-Ives labor reform bill and turn 


aside the measure which recently passed the Senate 88-to-1 seems to 
me contrary to sound reasoning and sound politics. 


The theory is there is going to 
he a blockade of Democrats aided 
by a number of Republicans who 
itst don’t want to take any ac- 
tion which might offend the labor 
vote this fall. 

On top of those who don’t want 
any labor bill at this session are 
those who want a much more 
repressive measure and who 
would rather have nothing if they 
can’t have their own way. 

The House Labor Comimittee is 
likely to be of -little The 
reason Speaker Sam rn is 
holding the Ives-Kennedy ‘bill on 
his desk for strategic maneuver 
is that he knows the Labor Com- 
mittee will move it along with 
the speed of a stalled escalator. 
Rayburn will either have to by- 
pass the committee, which is a 
polarized group usually dominated 
by anti-labor and pro-labor ex- 
tremists, “or turn on the kind of 
Heat of which he is capable. 


These are the reasons why so 
many see the Kennedy-Ives bill 
being short-circuited.

I don't know what he had in 
mind when he made that state- 
ment, but I’m sure the outdoors ro os 
had some consideration in his Charles Elliott 
thoughts. Kermit was a big game hunter as, well 
as a fisherman, as he and his brother, T. R. Jr., 
followed big game trails all over the world to 
include some magnificent trophies in their col- 
lection. 

My own humble opinion is’ that Kermit put 
too small a price tag on anticipation. Even the 
most successful ventures to the woods or waters 
can do no more than double the delight of mak- 
“s plans, or of enjoying every little detail of

make the actual cast, it'll probably hang in the 
tree !—and see the explosion of a mammoth bass. 
That's top water country and I pick around for 
lures made to fish the surface. There are at 
least a dozen varieties that pop, gurgle, crawl, 
hop and go through an assortment of gyrations 
to attract a fish. 

While I am selecting those top water plugs, 
bugs and baits, I live that fishing experience 
with all its excitement and pleasure of remote 
places. And in anticipation, Iam able ‘o elim- 
inate the unpleasant features, as mosquitoes, 
garulous guides and leaky boats. 

For fast trout and smallmouth water, I swap 
the top water lures for a collection of spoons, 
spinner type baits and darting minnows which 


resemble the natural@ife in the particular stream | 


when I plan to show my wares. 

For the deep, artificial impoundments, the 
trays of my tackle bex are likely to be lined 
with trolling gee-gaws that go deep and dig the 
points where big bass hang out and wait until 


someone comes aldng with an exciting tidbit of 


metal, wood or feathers. To this collection I also 
add a surface .bait or two for late afternoon 
when the shadows are long and the lunkers move 
into the shallows to feed. 

Believe me, this item of anticipation is a 
sizable factor of any trip to the outdoors, 
whether it’s for fishing, hunting, camping, or 
even hiking one of the wilderness trails. If you 
are like most of us, you get almost as much 
pleasure out of making plans as you have in the 
actual experience.

While it set the contempt order 
aside, the nation’s highest court 
refused to dissolve the injunction 
on the grounds it was still with- 
in the jurisdiction of state courts. 

The restraining order issued by 
Jones on June 1, 1956, prohibited 
the NAACP from further -opera- 
tions in Alabama, Patterson, at 
whose request. the order was 
granted, contended tha. NAACP 
never had registered under Ala- 
bama law as an out-of-state cor- 
poration.

‘kept slinging me against the side 
of a wall’ and eventually pushed 
their way into the house.

Jones was arrested when he re- 
turned home about 10 o’clock at 
night. He claimed ewnership of 
a still in the house, but denied 
that 413 gallons of whiskey found 
in a truck on a public road in 
front of the house had come from 
his still. 

In the majority opinion, Justice 
Harlan said it is settled doctrine 
‘that probable cause for belief 
that certain articles subject to 
seizure are in a dwelling cannot 
of itself justify a search warrant.” 

He said the courts have time 
again ‘‘underscored the essential 
purpose of the 4th amendment 
to shield the citizen from un- 
warranted intrusions into his 
privacy.” 

Harlan said that the testimony 
of the federal offices made clear 
that their purpose in entering 
Jones’ home was to search for 
distilling equipment and not to 
arrest Jones.

The State Department didn’t ask me to help them whip up 
that American exhibit at the Brussel’s fair and it’s just as well, I 
suppose. No matter what we displayed to the world as repre- 


sentative of America there’s bound to be complaints from some 
quarters, particularly those with a guilty ¢onscience. 


Have you ever noticed that the most militant best foot putters- 
forward ate the ones who are a little guilty about the situation in 
the backroom? I know from my own housekeeping experience 
that I'm eager to keep the company in the living room when I 
haven't washed the dishes or made up the beds. And the really 
good housekeepers can relax because they know the whole place 
is spruce and tidy. 


As good as we love our native land, I suppose there will al- 
ways be areas that are not spruce and tidy, that call for an ex- 
planation, if net apology. And all of us have widely different 
ideas of what's worth exhibiting to the world. 

Personally, I wouldn't complain about the hot dogs and the 
beauty queens, as some Congressmen have done. I suppose they 
are representative of one facet of American life and they might 
even be “‘typical,’’ if that’s what the exhibitors are seeking. At 
least they are a little warmer and more personal than great in- 
dustrial exhibits. Watching the wheels of industry turn in Ameri- 
ca may be fascinating to tourists from Rangoon and Riga but most 
machinery either fills me with numbing boredom or creeping ter- 
ror. (Except, of course, the newepaper press. It’s a frightful look- 
ing monster but its roar is one of the most alive and exciting 
sounds in the world to me. ' 


Actually I can’t imagine how you would go about designing 
an exhibit that would best tell the world about the United States. 
Since members of Congress started finding fault with the current 
exhibit I've been thinking about it and the old formula, ‘“‘What 
do I love about this land?”’ would not work. 


For instance, friendliness. How do you make an exhibit of 
friendliness? How can you tell people in other lands that police- 
men and bus drivers and taxi drivers in America are sociable 
souls who are friendly and chatty, who very frequently go out of 
their way to perform extra, warm-hearted acts of kindness? How 
could you demonstrate speedy response that comes to any known 
case of need or trouble? The open-handed way people trust each 
other, the doors that are left unlocked, the people who give regular- 
Jy and anonymously to other people. You can’t make a show out 
of these qualities but they are the very things that make life in a 
big, pushy city tenable to most of us. 

The city is not my natural habitat, nor, I imagine, the natural 
habitat of most of us. But we can stand it because the people stay 
the same, because of the bus driver who sees you running and 
waits for you, because of the postman who hails you as you pass 
him blocks away to tell you that you got that letter you've been 
waiting for, because of the state trooper who'll lend you the money 
to pay for your driver’s license when you forget your pocketbook, 
because of the neighbors who bring you flower cuttings and some 
of their home-made jam, who save bones for your dog and are 
always there to comfort you or cheer you in time of trouble. 


This doesn’t make much of an exhibit for a World’s Fair. 
Neither would a mountain stream and a hammock swung between 
spruce trees nearby. Neither would the sound of church bells on 
Sunday morning or the smell of a pot of turnip greens cooking 
or the spectacle of a barefooted 14-year-old girl struggling with 
a cake mix. 


No, I guess it’s just as well that the State Department didn't 
ask my help. I can’t think of a single big, showy thing about 
America that means very much to me. And Congress sure wouldn't 


want to put out any money to exhibit the smell of turnip greens | 


to the world.

In addition to giving the visitors 
formal training, the CDC volun- 
teers its services for very prac- 
tical everyday matters. ‘‘We like 
to give them some idea how we 
live here, so we arrange for them 
to stay in homes and boarding 
houses in Atlanta,” Borches ex- 
plained. ‘‘We also help them cash 
checks; most of them come here 
with very little cash on hand and 
one of their most perplexing prob- 
lems is with the banks here. 

“One other thing we like to do 
is provide a social basis on which 
the visitors can get to know each 
other as individuals,’”’ Borches 
said. “They're not just concerned 
with diseases but in each other 
and our way of life.” 

Dr. Lupo Carlota, studying here 
under a World Heath Organiza- 
tion fellowship from the Philip- 
pines Department of Health, says 
he will take back new procedures 
learned here and apply them to 
the five-year rural public health 
program which is under way in 
his country. “This is a part of 
my world tour of health agen- 
cies,” he said. “So far I have 
been in Puerto Rico, Central 
America and Mexico. After I 
leave here I'll visit agencies in 
Europe and Asia on the way 
home.”
